Revoke Furlough,

Governor Says Wilson 
Wiljhin Legal Rights-

Governor Parnell, in a letter written 


from Little Rock Saturday, informed 
The Star he would not revoke the fur- 
lough granted William R. Atkins, con- 
victed McCaskill banker, by Lieuten- 
ant-Governor Wilson April 14. 


The Star, while demanding editorial- 


ly that the furlough be revoked, also 
wrote Mr. Parnell a letter. The letter, 
dated April 21, and the governor's re- 
ply, dated May 2, follow: 


Letter to Governor 


Hon, Harvey Pornell, Governor of 


Arkansas, Little Rock, Ark. 


My dear Governor: Since we talk-, 


cd about this matter over the tele- 
phone Friday, April 17, I think it only 
fair to write you a letter stat- 
ing that the circumstances surround- 
ing the William R. Atkins furlough 
appear quite different today from 
what I understood them to be at the 
close of our telephone conversation. 


It is my opinion as a newspaper man 


that Hempstead county overwhelm- 
ingly believes you guaranteed last fall 
to keep Atkins in the penitentiary for 
a reasonable length of lime, and that 
the people do not accept the explana- 
tion that his escape through the lieu- 
tenant governor's office was unavoid- 
able. 


My position here is that of the owri- 


cr of the only daily newspaper in the 
'county? "I would hardly'dare'to pro- 
ceed as far as I have without almos 
unanimous support from the people o: 
this section, 


I mean to stay in the fight unti 


Atkins is placed in the penitentiary 
and I am asking you as an editor who 
has supported you on every genera 
state program to revoke an act o! 
clemency which, although granted by 
another elective official, is in the pop- 
ular mind placed squarely at your 
feet. That is something I do not at- 
tempt to explain. But it is a fact, 
and it worth while telling you while 
the tenure of another executive is re- 
cent enough to be corrected.
